Bodies of Twenty Are Eonnd 


by Daring Explorers 


NEAR VENTILATING SHAFT 


Attempt to Maintain Secrecy Becauss 


Temper of People Is Feared—Trio of 


Brave Men, Protected by Oxygen 


Helmets, Discover That Bodies of 


Victims Are Scorched and Swollen— 


Seal of Main Shaft Is Broken 


Cherry, Ills., Nov. 
19.—For the 


first time since the mine horror of 
Saturday, bodies of some of the 300 
victims were found by daring explor- 
ers in tho depth of tho second gallery. 


Twenty bodies were . found within 


seventy leet of the ventilating shaft. 
One of them, unrecognizable, was 
brought to the surface and after con- 
siderable delay was taken to the town 
hall to await Identification. 


The temper pf the 
people 
was 


feared, and an attempt to keep secret 
the finding of the bodies was made. 
Those in authority bound themselves 
to maintain silence. That more than 
one victim had been discovered is not 
generally known and a plan is afoot to 
attempt the removal of the other bod- 
ies at night. 


The one brought to tho surface was 


concealed for an hour at the top of 
the pit before being turned over to the 
undertaker, and then only because the 
discovery bad become known. 


The descent into 
the 
ventilating 


shaft was made by J. 
W. 
Paul, 


George H. Rico and n. Y. Williams, 
In a temporary cage hurriedly con- 
structed. 
All w*ro protected against 


the deadly gases by oxygen helmets. 


Mine Inspector Taylor's plan of a 


determined effort in the main shaft, 
where the temperature Is still around 
110 degrees Fahrenheit, was merely 
delayed by the expedition into tho ai 
pit. 


"We will do all we can nt the air 


shaft and then at any cost will descend 
into the main pit," said Taylor. Of 
(he horrors which they encountered 
In the mine gallery none of the ex- 
plorers would speak, but this much 
was learned—the bodies were scorchod 
and swollen. Death might have been 
due either to gas or flame. 


After the removal of the body, the 


experts held a short conference aii'l 
upon tho conditions reported It was 
determined to break the seal of the 
main shaft at once. 
A force of la- 


borers was ordered to the work and 
the unsealed shaft was soon belching 
out gases and smoke. 
Preparations 


were made at once to reduce the tem- 
perature in the shaft. 


A substitute fan placed at the mln!5 


beside the old one near the air shaft 
was started. Its direction being re- 
versed so as to pull the smoke toward 
the ventilator. 
As soon as nosslWa 


the helmet-armored mine experts de- 
scended In the shaft with leads of hose, 
prepared to fight the burning coal in 
the second gallery. 
If the effort is 


successful, firemen without helmotr. 
will be sent down the shaft to put out 
tho fire when they can do it 
with 


safety.

disease, complicated with several oth- 
er maladies. It is stated that the a<l- 
vent of cold weather Is likely to pro- 
long the patient's life to some extent, 
but the end, as In the.ease of the last 
illness of Graver Cleveland, has only 
been deferred.

Manufacturers have sought a remedy to the contraction of out- 


put by piece work. The unions antagonized this, but now seem to 
be relenting. I hope tills means doing away witli. the limitation of 
ouput and its degrading Influence on workmen. Combinations of 
capital, sometimes called trusts, found the way to fight was to com- 
bine among themselves. This they did, and then came the open shop. 
It then became more difficult for the unions to wait and win. 


Out of this came the joint agreement,'.embodying shop rules, 


wages, hours, and other things. -Unions and manufacturers agreed 
to have no change in these agreements for a certain time. They are 
generally observed. It is a great gain. I have heard it said that 
the goal of the unions was to join the agreement. 
This Is a vastly 


better goal than heretofore.
